ANNUAL REPORT - 1962 


Mr. Chairman, Madam & Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to presents my report on the health of the Rural District 
of Disley for the year ended December 31st 1962. 


The estimated population at mid-year 1962 was 3,250, an increase of 80 over 
the mid-year population in 1961. There were 33 live-births compared with 40 in 
1961 and the live-birth rate (adjusted) at 11.2 per thousand population is well 
below the corresponding rate of 18.0 per thousand population for England and 
Wales. There were no deaths of infants under twelve months of age, but there 
were 2 still-births giving a still-birth rate of 57.1 per 1,000 live and still- 
births. Deaths from all causes totalled 42 and the adjusted death rate was 12.4, 
per thousand population. There were 4 deaths from cancer of the lung and bronchus 
compared with 1 in 1961 and 2 in 1960. ‘here was also a considerable increase in 
the number of deaths from bronchitis which rose to 6 against 2 in 1961 and 3 in 
1960. There were 8 deaths from coronary disease compared with 9 in 1961 and 7 in 
1960. 


The incidence of infectious diseases was extremely low and it is particularly 
pleasing to note that there were no cases of acute poliomyelitis or diphtheria. 
There were 2 new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, but no new cases of non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

I should like to take this opportunity of thanking the Chairman and members 
of the Health Committee for their continued interest in all matters affecting the 
health of the community. I should also like to thank the Officers of the Council 
for their co-operation at all times.

1. Water. The area is Supplied by the Stockport and District 
Water Board which, under the provisions of the Water Acts, 

1945 and 1948, superseded the Stockport Corporation under- 
taking on the lst April, 1962. The Board consists of 
representatives of the Stockport County Borough Council, the 
Urban District Councils of Bredbury and Romiley, Marple, New 
ViiliSe wider tewinhage, meade and Gatley, Hazel Grove .and 
Bramhall, Whaley Bridge, and Winslow, and the Rural District 
Council of Disley ("the constituent councils") and the Cheshire 
County Council. 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected 
to the mains but a few farms and isolated houses situated on high 
ground are supplied by natural wells and springs, a few having 
boreholes, The situation of these premises and the physical 
characteristics of the land render the cost of laying mains 
prohibitive and an almost impossible task. 


The water supplied to the district is chemically treated, 
filtered and chlorinated, it is subject to frequent bacteriolog- 
ical examination and chemical analysis by the Board and has 
proved satisfactory in quality and quantity. Fluoridation is 
not carried out. The main road and lower areas of the district 
are supplied from Kinder and the higher part from the Goyt 
Valley supply.
